House Group 
Gives Approval 
To Bond Issue 


Application of the City of Ed- 
monton to the Alberta Legislature 
for validation of a by-law author- 
izing the issue of $1,770,000 in 
bonds, to buy in certain out- 
standing debentures, was approv- 
ed by the Legislature’s municipal 
law committee at a Friday morn- 
ing sitting. 

The application, contained in a 
request for charter amendments, 
will come before the Legislative 
committee of the whole House for 
further consideration, probably Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The city's proposed $1,770,000 
bond issue is the first step of a plan 
to pay off the city’s whole debt of 
some $22,000,000. A bid on it has 
already been accepted by the city 
council, at average cost to the city 
of 3.54 per cent. 

When money from the bond issue 
is received, it will be placed with 
the city sinking fund board, and 
will be used to buy up old City of 
Edmonton bonds, which carry a 
higher rate of interest. 

Other charter amendments ap- 
proved by the committee give the 
city council the power to use 
whatever method of debenture re- 
payment that may be most ad- 
vantageous to the city at the time 
of borrowing, and the power to 

‘ purchase or redeem outstanding 
debentures, and issue new ones at 
lower interest rates. 

Approval was also given by the 
committee to a charter amendment 
which will give the city, with ap- 
proval of the Board of Public Utili- 
ty Commissioners, the power to 
pass by-laws assented to by bur- 
gesses, three months after such ap- 
proval has been given. 

Further amendments asked by 
the city asked for power to ap- 
point City Comptroller A. A, 
Campbell to the sinking fund 
board as a temporary member, 
and to allow electors, whose 
names have been omitted from 
the voters’ list in error, to be 
given a certificate entitling them 
to vote, and to transfer to the 
municipal district of Strathcoria 
a half-mile section of 142 street, 
on the south side of the river. 
These amendments were also ap- 
proved. 

Thomas Garside, K.C., city solici- 
tor, spoke on behalf of the city at 
the meeting. Mayor John W. Fry 
and City Commissioner John Hodg- 
son were also in attendance.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, Feb. 24—(AP) 
—United States destroyers, draw-

At no time during the 18-hour 
sweep were any Japanese planes 
sighted, giving strong support to 
the communique statement that 
“Woe are tightening the blockade of 
the enemy’s Bismarck bases and 

now dominate the sea lanes to the 
north, due to the effective neutral- 
ization of the enemy's air bases in 
the Admiralty, New Ireland and 
New Britain groups.” 

A headquarters spokesman said, 
however, these former centres of 
Japanese strength should not be 
written off entirely but are to be 
considered only temporarily im- 
potent. 

The destroyer formation spotted 
a 3,500-ton troop laden cargo vessel 
off the northem tip of New Ireland 
early Tuesday morning and sank it 
in a few minutes.

enemy aircraft over Germany for 
a five-day bag of 499. 

The British night assaults on 
Schweinfurt and Steyr increased 
the number of Allied planes at- 
tacking Germany during the 24- 
hour period to well over 3,000 and 
brought the all-out air offensive 
to its highest pitch of intensity, 
Fires started yesterday by Am- 
erican bombers led the four-engined 
British-based night raiders to their 
targets at Schweinturt, site of ball- 
bearing and aircraft components 
factories. New fires were kindled 
and by the end of the second attack, 
a “large conflagration” was seen 
with smoke rising to a great height, 
the air ministry announced, 

They, too were guided by fires 
set by Flying Fortresses in day- 
light yesterday. Steyr now has been 
raided three times in 36 hours, with 
R.A.F, Wellingtons joining in the 
most intensive attack ever attempt- 
ed by the Mediterranean air forces 
against a target in Germany or 
Austria.

$35 Allowance 
For Dependent 


Mothers Urged 


OTTAWA, Feb. 25.— (CP) — 
Stanley Knowles (C.C.F.. Winni- 
peg North Centre), said yester- 
day in the commons that mothers 
of men in the forces should re- 
ceive a dependent’s allowance of 
$35 a month, on the same basis as 
a wife receives this amount. 

The present maximum for a 
mother is $25 a month and she 
must prove dependency. 

T. C. Douglas (C.C.F., Wey- 
burn), supported Mr. Knowles’ 
suggestion. When a boy who had 
supported his mother enlisted, the 
government should underwrite his 
responsibility and see she was pro- 
vided for, he said. 

Defence Minister Ralston said 
the country took the place of the 
son up to $25 a month. The son 
could allocate an additional $23 a 
month from his pay. The mother 
might earn another $40 a month be- 
fore any reduction in the govern- 
ment allowance was made—or a 
total of $88 a month. 

Alfred Bence (P.C., Saskatoon 
City), said he knew one case 
where an elderly man received 
the old-age pension but his wife, 
as the mother of a soldier, could 
not receive dependent’s allow- 
ance because of the pension in- 
come received in the home. 

Mr. Bence said he understood 
that if a complaint were made 
about the conduct of a soldier's 
wife, an investigator was sent to the 
community. On the basis of this re- 
port, he said, the wife might lose 
her allowance and be deprived of 
her legal rights in respect to sup- 
port by her husband. 


LONG DISCUSSION 

The lot of servicemen’s depend- 
ents was under discussion all after- 
noon, with the House in committee 
of the whole on the war appropria- 
tions bill. Many members suggested 
changes in dependents’ allowances 
regulations and raised questions on 
particular cases which Defence 
Minister Ralston promised to inves- 
tigate. 

Col. Ralston stressed that de- 
pendents’ allowances were not 
based strictly on the principle of 
need. They were based on the 
welfare of the service, which re- 
quired that a man be freed from 
anxiety by the provision of a cer- 
tain sum for his dependents.

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Radios for Schools 


There is a certain merit in the CBC 
proposal that a percentage of radios now 
manufactured in Canada should be placed 
on a priority rating for installation in 
public schools. 

Radio is a great educational factor and 
there is no reason why it should not be 
employed more fully in primary as well as 
secondary instruction. 

But if the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration is going out after this school in- 
Stallation as a policy, there is a corollary 
consideration that should accompany it. 

The essential complement to school 
radios is the proper kind of broadcasts to 
put over them, There is not much use 
supplying every school with a receiving set 
unless some pretty comprehensive pro- 
gram of educational broadcasts has been 
devised. It is just possible that such a pro- 
gram should come first. 

The educational value of Mairzy Doats 
and Frank Sinatra might be questioned. 


Day Nurseries 


The finance committee of the city coun- 
cil has received an estimate of the cost of 
establishing and maintaining day nurseries 
in Edmonton and a decision on the city’s 
participation in the plan is expected to be 
made next Monday night. 

The finance committee is told that the 
cost of establishing one day nursery unit is 
between $4,000 and $5,000. The proposal is 
to split this cost 50 per cent to the Dom- 
inion Government, 25 per cent to the Prov- 
incial Government and 25 per cent to the 
city. The city’s share of maintaining one 
unit would be $660 annually, 

It is shown that at least 674 mothers, 
having 1,014 children, require this service, 
At least three units would be required to 
deal with this number. 

This figure, however, is by no means 
complete. There are many working mothers 
who were not reached in the canvass. 
Moreover, new military activities in Europe 
or in the Pacific may call for a greater pro- 
duction of war materials and a consequent 
increased employment of women. 

The need for day nurseries seems to be 
abundantly proved. And since the service 
has wide social implications, the cost, un- 
less it should be exceedingly excessive, 
which it is not, is hardly a factor. 

It is to be hoped that the next council 
meeting will endorse the project. 


50-50 Is a Safe Ratio 


Good taste sets limits beyond which 
Canadians cannot properly interest them- 
Selves in the dispute between President 
Roosevelt and the members of the House 
and Senate, But we are of course entitled 
to note the facts, and to consider what 
bearing the quarrel may have upon the fin- 
ancial policy of the Dominion, 

The President recommended that some- 
thing more than ten billions of the year’s 
appropriations for war and other purposes 
be collected through concurrent taxation, 
Congress responded by a bill calling for 
only $2,315,000,000 of tax-money. The 
President vetoed the bill, That put the fat 
in the fire, and the language of the veto 
message added fuel to the flames. 

Whatever happens at Washington, it is 
to be hoped there will be no similar move 
at Ottawa to lighten taxation at the cost 
of heavier borrowing—for that is what 
substantially reduced wartime taxes would 
have to mean. Canadians yield to no peo- 
ple in a healthy disinclination te hand over 
their earnings to the tax collectors. But 
they have been pretty well agreed that we 
should pay half the cost of the war while 
it is going on. 

Any tax ratio much less than that 
would be piling up trouble for the future 
in order to ease the strain at present. 
However well things may go, we will have 
mone too much taxpaying power in the 
post-war years. We had better hold to the 
50-50 ratio, and conserve credit strength 
for the reconstruction period,

We Have What It Takes 

Dr, G. M. Weir, acting director of train- 
ing in the pensions department, has been 
making a factual survey of the post-war 
industrial scene. He reported that when 
the transition from war to peace conditions 
has been completed there will be 1,000,000 
or 1,500,000 peacetime jobs available which 
are now vacant. He bases the conclusion 
on the opinions of 50,000 people in all walks 
of life in Canada, and on the replies of 
347,000 service men and women to a ques- 
tionnaire. 

Full employment, the investigator says, 
is feasible; we shall need 50,000 more pro- 
fessional men and women, chiefly doctors 
and dentists; construction, manufacturing 
and agriculture will offer the most oppor- 
tunities for returned men, In making up the 
report, it is explained, it was assumed that 
population and industry will grow as rap- 
idly as they did in the past—not that there 
will be any phenomenal expansion of either. 

This will be sad reading for those who 
will have it that Canada is going to plunge 
from war into depre/sion unless we adopt 
the Hitler plan and put everybody and 
everything under direction and domina- 
tion by politicians and a brain-trust of 
theorists. Those who hold that the state 
exists for the individual, and not the in- 
dividual for the state, will find in the re- 
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port confirmation of their belief that free 
enterprise not only can but will meet the 
problems of the future to the full; needing 
only such safeguards as will make enter- 
prise really free and a moderate measure 
of government assistance in minimising 
risks and opening up new opportunities for 
investment and employment. 

The broad fact behind the report is 
that Canada has been lagging in the matter 
of development, in a good many. respects. 
Construction, from house building to high- 
way building is one. The protection of 
health is another. The conservation and 
recreation of forests is another. The list 
san be prolonged indefinitely. In catching 
up these arrears of wasted opportunities 
there will be employment for men and 
money on a scale hitherto unknown, with 
improved standards of living, working, 
health and security for the nation at large. 

No people in the world have cause to 
face the future with more complete free- 
dom from the defeatist attitude than have 
Canadians. We have all that it takes to 
make a permanently prosperous nation, 
and need only enterprise, courage and in- 
dustry to make the ideal come true. 


The Argentine Government has put Ru- 
mania, Hungary, Bulgaria and France on 
its black-list. Apparently it is willing to go 
on shipping supplies to Spain, which is 
playing Hitler’s game as really and perhaps 
as effectively as any of the others, 


Mayor Cornett of Vancouver wants 
daylight saving abandoned next October 
for the winter season. Edmonton people 
would be more interested in having the 
clocks set back an hour in summer, since 
we get more daylight at that time of year 
than anybody wants to “‘save”’. 


United States naval forces intercepted 
and sank three blockade runners en route 
from Japanese-held islands to Germany, 
with cargoes of rubber and other needed 
war materials. Much of the rubber was re- 
covered, and will be useful. It seems rather 
a mistake to have let the news get out. The 
Japs should be encouraged to keep on 
sending rubber-ships to Germany. Now 
that they know the destination reached by 
these craft they may send out no more,

He Finds Ottawa Three-Sided

The fact is that Ottawa is not 
one city, but three, These three 
cities all happen to occupy the 
same geographical position, but 
aside from their mere coincidence 
on the map, there is no connection 
between them. They live in water- 
tight compartments and don’t mix. 


Simplest 

First and simplest is Ottawa, the 
Ontario town, It is a very ordinary 
town, rather dirty and untidy and 
unimpressive. Its street cars and 
telephones are worn out, its houses 
old-fashioned, its restaurants few 
and not good. 

Its young people laugh and play 
and go out skiing on the low On- 
tario hills. Its old people sit at 
home in anti-macassared rocking 
chairs and carefully read the 
obituary notices that come out on 
the front page of the local pages 
every day. Ottawa the Town is 
rather a nice, dull, unimportant 
place that still wonders vaguely 
and uncomfortably just why Queen 
Victoria had to upset the normal 
order of existence by making By- 
town the capital of Canada, It is 
not sure that such an uncom- 
fortable distinction is, really, quite 
respectable. 


Parliament Hill 


Then there is Parliament Hill. 
Parliament Hill includes the 
Houses of Parliament and the 
Chateau Laurier. There live and 
have their being the politicians 
of Canada—all except one wealthy 
old Senator who lives in a cheap 
boarding house uptown, 

Parliament Hill knows nothing 
of the rest of Ottawa. It lives in 
“The House” and walks 100 yards 
down the street to sleep in the 
Chateau. But it knows all about 
every other city, town and willage 
and crossroads in Canada outside 
of Ottawa, , 

It is the centre of an amazingly 
sensitive web of nerves that 
stretches over every inch of the 
country. A casual word spoken 
on Granville street is heard here 
before the speaker can finish his 
afternoon stroll between Birks 
Building and the Post Office. A 
miner’s voice on Cape Breton 
Island will wake echoes that 
reverberate around the base of 
Victory ‘Tower. A conference 
around a Shallow Lage, Ontario, 
grocery store cracker barrel can 
keep the lights burning half the 
night through below the big clock 
on the Hill. 


Zombies 
The third City of Ottawa is 
much more important, much 


larger, and much more alarming 
than the other two. It is the City 
of Zombies—that huge and dread- 
ful, mindless, soulless, bloodless 
organization known as the Civil 
Service, It is the city that really 
rules Canada, It is tne impersonal, 
impalpable machine that translates 
all the subtle, emotional, evan- 
escent moods of Parliament Hill 
into cold, inflexible rules and reg- 
ulations in black ink on white 
paper and ties them around the 


neck of every Canadian -citizen 
with bonds of red tape. 

Where Ottawa the Town knows 
all about itself, and Parliament 
Hill knows all about everything 
but Ottawa, the City of Zombies 
knows nothing about anything and 
doesn’t want to know. It never 
makes a suggestion, or takes a 
responsibility, or displays an in- 
itiative, 

The passion of its citizens is for 
anonymity, their. sole satisfaction 
is to obey orders. Their concep- 
tion of the finest art Is one column 
of figures that balances with an- 
other column of figures, their idea 
of the devil is a human being that 
won't fit neatly into a table of 
statistics, their dream of heaven 


a place where everybody has re- 
tired on a government pension 
after 40 years during which no 
one has failed to kowtow to a 
superior or look down his nose at 
his hierarchal inferiors, 

Once you get these three cities 
separated in your mind, you are 
beginning to know Ottawa, 


It is my definite opinion this can 
be the last ‘war if we devise some 
preventive medicine to eliminate 
war’s causes. We are willing to 
spend $500,000,000 a day to kill one 
another, so let’s spend a little more 
and prevent the next one.—-Foreign 
Minister Jan Masaryk of Czech 
government-in-exile. 


Women In This War 


(Extract from Hansard, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1944, reporting Col. 
J. L, Ralston, Minister of Na- 
tional Defence.) 

Mr. Speaker, yesterday the hon. 
member for St. Paul’s (Mr. Ross) 
referred to a press report of a 
statement or an address which had 
been delivered in ‘Toronto by 
Major Gen. Chisholm, director gen- 
eral of medical services. I regret 
to say that the report would seem 
to indicate that there was some re- 
flection upon Canadian women in 
connection with the war. I took 
the matter up immediately with the 
director general of medical serv- 
ices and I have his statement 
which I should like to read to the 
House. It is as follows: 

I regret that the remarks which 
I made to the Rotary Club in 
Toronto in a professional address 
last week—and representing only 
my own personal views—were 
misinterpreted as a reflection on 
the women of Canada, 

My theme was the emotional 
adjustment involved in the tran- 
sition from civilian to military 
life and vice versa, I endeavored 
to trace these emotional relation- 
ships from tribal stages to mod- 
ern times. It is unforfunate that 
certain remarks, removed from 
their context, conveyed impres- 
sions which would not have been 
conveyed had the full text of my 
address been quoted. 

For example, the statement 
that “in times of stress, such as 
war, women became a liability” 
had no reference to the present 
situation or to the present war, 
but referred definitely to the 
women of developing tribes who 
were unable to fight along with 
their men when the tribe was 
threatened. This obviously has 
no reference to modern times 
wherein—in warfare as in peace 
—women generally are an enor- 
mous asset to socicty. 

Insofar as references to the 
present day are concerned, my 
address was an interpretation of 
professional findings to an in- 
telligent lay audience. In our 
professional research we make 
careful studies and _ statistical 
records of cases investigated 
representing a cross section of 
the population, Among these are 
found certain abnormalities, 
some of which I referred to and 
described 

It is regretied that the specific 


cases referred to were . given 
general application to all women 
in the published report of my 
address, 

I was deeply concerned about 
this matter when it came to my 
attention, and I hope that this 
statement by Gen. Chisholm will 
be accepted with the genuine re- 
gret which I Know he feels that 
any words of his should be con- 
strued as a reflection upon our 
women folk. 

It almost seems to be empha- 
sizing the obvious to try to stress 
the volue of the contribution 
which the women of Canada make 
in war, as well as in peace. But 
in my department we are so con- 
scious of the devotion and the 
Spartan courage which the women 
of this country are showing in 
this time of stress and anxiety 
that this incident impels me to 
add a word of my own. Nobody 
could administer the affairs of the 
army without knowing that our war 
activities would have small chance 
of success if it were not for the 
fortitude and consecration with 
which the mothers and wives and 
sisters and sweethearts of this 
country encourage their men in the 
forces and in other tasks of war. 
Here is an extract from a letter 
written by a mother who acknowl- 
edges with thanks the Memorial 
Cross, which, as she says: 

—I received on the anniversary 
of my son's death, The just pride 
one feels in being a Silver Cross 
mother does in some small 
measure ease the feeling of irre- 
parable loss, David, who won 
the D.F.M. in November, 1942, 
and his commission, was one of 
three brothers in the air force 
and one with the navy. One boy 
has been in Africa since May, 
1942, A daughter is with No, 15 
Hospital in Africa and lately 
moved on, One boy is in Iceland 
with a coastal patrol, and one at 
Victoria, We are parents of today 
who are looking to a future Can- 
ada that will justify the sacrifices 
being made, 

The members of this House 
know, I am sure, that the spirit 
of that letter is multiplied in hun- 
dreds of thousands of cases across 
Canada, and I know that they will 
join me in this simple tribute of 
grateful appreciation to these 
noble women of ours whose inspira 
|tion challenges every man of us, 


feel when he has read what I 
write? 

And the second question is really 
first in importance; because the 
effect of those words from home is 
what matters. A letter that can give 
a lonesome fighting lad new heart 
and spirit, make him feel that he is 
loved and appreciated and that his 
home and his country are indeed 
worth fighting for—that’s the kind 
of letter we all want to write. A 
man will carry a letter like that in 
his pocket, and read and reread it 
until it is worn to shreds. Any 
author would call so successful a 
piece of writing a masterpiece. 

We have decided that the effect 
of our letter is to be encouraging, 
cheerful and appreciative; but now 
we come up against another of the 
technical problems of the author's 
trade, and this is tricky business. 
The writer can never say directly 
to his reader, “I am now going to 
encourage you; I'm going to do a 
Pollyanna job in this letter.” A very 
few words in this strain and the 
letter would never be read. The 
good effect has to be attained indi- 
rectly, by the kind of material 
used, by the point-of-view of the 
writer. 


Suggestions 


The men and women in our 
Armed Forces have made many 
suggestions as to what they want 
to hear about, They like the small 
details of what's going on in the 
world they left. They want to 
know who's running for mayor, 
who won the baseball series, who 
had recently enlisted, who is the 
new principal of the high school, 
how much potatoes are selling for 
and what happened to Uncle Bert 
when he finally went on that Jong- 
planned fishing trip, All these de- 
tails added together re-build for 
them the world they know and love, 
the world they are fighting for. 

This sort of news is more or 
less impersonal. These lonely 
soldiers need plenty of personal 
news, too, They need to be told 
how they are missed, and how 
grand it will be when they're 
home again, Here again that old 
debbil point-of-view is standing 
around to make trouble. 

Here's one wife to her husband: 

“Dear Bob: I'm sorry I haven't 
written oftener, but I’m just run 
off my feet with work, As if I 
didn’t already have enough to do, 
what with the children and every 
bit of the housework, the furnace 
has taken to acting up. I have 
to run downstairs fifty times a 
day to watch it. I'm just afraid 
it’s defective and will fill the 
house with coal gas some day, I 
can't get anybody to fix it. I cer- 
tainly wish you were home.” 

Maybe that’s a little exagger- 
ated, but from what the censors 
say, plenty of letters in that tone 
go out of the country, and their 
envelopes might as well contain 
arsenic, from the amount of dam- 
age they do to a _ good man's 
morale, Supposing Mary had put 
on her best mood before she wrote; 
here's what she might have said: 
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“Dear Bob: The children are all 
around me as I write, anxious to 
send messages to their beloved 
Daddy. That black mark is little 
Pete's thumb print—he was down 
helping me with the furnace and 
I didn’t notice how dirty he'd got. 
He's growing up to be a real man 
and trying hard to take your place. 
You'll be terribly proud of him 
when you get back. 

“Joan wants you to know that 
she’s working hard on your new 
knitted slippers. Between you and 
me, | think she’s tackled something 
too big for her, but no job's too 
hard when she’s doing it for her 
Daddy. You'll probably have to 
take what she gets done and use the 
slippers for ear muffs!” 


Putting on the best mood to get 
a good point of view doesn’t mean 
keeping hard truths from our men. 
They aren't babies, and when it is 
really necessary to tell them bad 
news, they can take it. It isn’t the 
big unusual facts of bad news that 
are sapping to morale; it’s the lack 
of small reassuring bits of good 
news. . . . The garden’s growing. 
. « « The baby’s hair is getting cur 
ly. . . . Your boss says he is hold- 
ing your job for you. , . . Every- 
body is talking about what a swell 
soldier you are. ... I love you. 


Other Rules 


There are a few other rules, too, 
that you will be wise to tuck in the 
back of your mind. When you write 
your husband, son, daughter or 
friend who is in the Services try 
not to make glaring mistakes about 
ranks, duties and privileges. A pri- 
vate is very much annoyed when 
his mother writes and asks him if 
he goes out evenings with his Maj- 
or, or when his girl friend writes 
and says: “When are they going to 
make you a Captain?” 

When you write your man or wo- 
man in the Services remember: He 
believes in the job he’s doing and 
so do you. He wants to believe that 
you feel it a responsibility to know 
something about his job so that you 
can discuss it with him in your in@ 


ters. You'll find he'll be extra 
proud of you if you appear to know 
the difference between a Lance- 
Corporal and an Orderly Sergeant. 

Make the letters short, so that 
they can go Airgraph in double 
quick time. Write regularly, so 
that your man away from home 
knows you think of him steadily. 
Tell him all the news of his friends, 
his home town, his old job, his 
country, 

Give a man a devoted family, a 
group of loyal friends who write to 
him cheerfully, regularly and of- 
ten; who send him constant remind- 
ers of the good world he left be- 
hind him and assure him constantly 
that they appreciate what he is do- 
ing and are standing behind him 
every minute, and you've given him 
two right hands, a thousand extra 
rounds of ammunition and a suit of 
bullet-proof chain-mail.

Fine for Not Voting

The Australian Federal Parlia- 
ment consists of two Houses, a Sen- 
ate of 36 members and a House of 
Representatives of 75 members. 
The constitution provides that the 
total number of members of the 
House of Representatives (our 
House of Commons) must be as 
nearly as possible double that of 
the Senate. Members of both Hous- 
es receive $3,200 a year, Six mem- 
bers of the Senate are elected 
from each of the six states 
(Queensland, New South Wales, 
Victoria, South Australia, West 
Australia and Tasmania), Sena- 
tors are elected for a term of 
six years, but one-half of them 
resign at the end of every third 
year. Senate elections are held 
at the same time as elections for 
the House of Representatives. In 
the House of Representatives the 
states are represented on a popu- 
lation basis and the House is 
elected for a term of three years. 
It is to be noted that members 
of the Senate are elected by 
popular vote and not “appointed.” 

Compulsory voting for Com- 
monwealth elections was _ intro- 
duced prior to the election of 
1925 and an 


in that year. This high percent- 
age has been exceeded in subse- 
quent elections, for example, 96.13 
per cent in 1937, and 94.82 in 1940, 
In 1901 (the first Federal election) 
the percentage of voters who exer- 
cised their franchise under the vol- 
untary voting system was only 55.69 


per cent, 
The Commonwealth Electoral 
Act states that “it shall be the 


duty of every elector to record 
his vote at each election.” At the 
close of each election it is the 
duty of the divisional returning of- 
ficer to prepare a list of the electors 
who have not voted and to certify . 
the list by statutory declaration. 
This list constitutes ‘prima facie’ 
evidence of the fact tha the elec- 
tors whose names appear thereon 
did not vote. The elector {s called 
upon to give, within 21 days, a 
valid truthful and sufficient reason 
why he failed to vote. The Elec- 
toral Act provides that every voter 
who failed to vote at an election 
without a valid reason for failure 
or on receipt of a notice as previ- 
ously mentioned fails to complete 
and return the notice in the pre- 
scribed period, or who states a 
false reason for not having voted 
shall be liable to a fine of not

OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—Negotia- 
tions between Canada and United 


States regarding the future of the 
great Canol oi! development in 
the Canadian North West Ter- 

ritories have not yet reached a 
conclusive stage, the Free Press 
learned today, following reports 
from Washington to indicate that 
American plans to abandon, Canol 
and transfer oil development and 
drilling activities to Alaskan ter- 
ritory were actually under way. 

Decisions on the Canol project 
have recently become a crucial 
issue in the future of the Cana- 
dian northwest, Ottawa observers 
believe. 

There was some reason to believe 
the Canol project, in which the U.S, 
war department poured $134,000,000 
and earned severe criticism from 
the war expenditures committee of 
the U.S. Senate, may become a 
pawn in the new struggle for world 
oil reserves. The U.S. Senate com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Tru- 
man, recently issued a report urg- 
ing the U.S. government to ap- 
proach Allied governments, especi- 
ally Great Britain to transfer 
proven oil reserves to the United 
States in compensation for the war 
drain on U.S. oil wells. 


IMPERIAL CONCESSION 

The concession in Canol, centre- 
ing around Norman wells, on the 
Mackenzie river, is held by Im- 
perial Oil Co., Canadian subsidiary 
of Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey, and all wells drilled by the 
U.S. war department will revert to 
Imperial Oj]. Neither the Canadian 
nor American government wants to 
enter the oil business directly, but 
a powerful congressional drive ex- 
ists in Washington to obtain Unit- 
ed States oil reserves throughout 
the world. They would be held by 
private companies. 

One possible point of issue be- 
tween Canadian and U.S. authori- 
ties is seen in the American de- 
sire to leave oil reserves, on

Urges Fair Chance 
For Blind Veterans 


H. E. Willson, executive officer of 
the Northern Alberta branch, Cana- 
dian National Institute for the 
Blind, urged at the regular Thurs- 
day luncheon meeting of the Lions’ 
club to be prepared to accept blind 
servicemen when they return on 
the basis of their ability to produce 
as much as a sighted person, and 
not to subject them to sympathy. 


In an address on “Why ‘Not 
Understand — Blindness,” Mr, Wil- 
son pointed out that the service- 
men will require a great deal of 
understanding. 

He stressed the need for em- 
ployers accepting these men and 
women without sight, because 
even if they receive a high pen- 
sion for war service, “they will 
not be able to lead a complete 
life unless they are occupied.” 

Blind persons under 40 years of 
age, he said, can do many tasks as 
well and in a great many cases 
better than persons with their sight 
doing the same job. 

Mr. Willson said that the Cana; 
dian National Institute has entered 
into an agreement with the federal 
government, for the future care of 
blind veterans. Under this agree- 
ment, veterans would be rehabili- 
tated either at an Institute home 
in Toronto or in their own homes 
by local institute personnel. Train- 
ing would be given them in braille, 
typing and other handicrafts and 
training and guidance 
after their capabilties are decided.

Take Exception | 
To Govt. Claim 


Claim by the Alberta govern- 
ment that the operation of the | 
provincial government insurance 
branch was responsible for rate 
reductions for insurance, on Fri- 
day was termed “ridiculous” by 
Lyal R, Williams, president, Ed- | 
monton Insurance Agents’ Asso- 
ciation. 


He was answering a statement 
made by Hon. A. J. Hooke, pro- 
vincial secretary, that $1,883,462 had 
been saved Albertans in insurance | 
since the Social Credit government 
took office. This statement was | 
termed by Mr. Williams as “errone- 
ous and highly misleading.” | 

“For the Alberta government to | 
claim any credit for rate reductions | 
is ridiculous, and to assert that the 
recently established insurance of- 
fice is responsible for the many 
rate reductions that have been 
made effective in all the western 
provinces simultaneously is not in 
accord with the true facts and such 
statements should be challenged 
and refuted,” Mr, Williams stated. |

Your Baby 
And Mine 


Whenever a mother begins the 
arduous business of training her 
baby for cleanly habits she has 
two goal posts in view. One, she 
wants the child to be dry and 
clean; two, she wants him to tell 
her when he needs attention. 


One aim at a time should be 
enough: to help the child to learn 
the personal and social advantages 
of being dry and clean. To accom- 


|plish that the child must enjoy 


such advantages, and as his own be- 
havior is too unpredictable the mo- 
ther must shoulder the responsi- 
| bility until he has come to know 
| them. 
| “Telling” is a second stage of this 
| training, and comes about after the 
| first has been completed. When the 
parent takes the child often enough 
—but not too often—so he can be 


dry or clean, eventually he learns | 


to wait for this attention, When he 
can be counted upon to wait, then 
| it is time enough to suggest that he 
need not go until he has to if he 
will tell mother when that is. 

Mrs. A. J. A. has run into one of 
| the usual results because she has 
| made too much of a point of the 
telling, In order to please the mo- 
ther and show their willingness to 
be co-operative her 18-months-old 
twins are now demanding to go to 
the toilet every 15 minutes in the 
day. This completely ruins her 
chances to get any housework done 
or give them all the other atten- 
tions they need. She is forever 
running them to the toilet, 

One of the other aims of toilet 
training is to help the child to 
achieve control of the sphincter 
muscles. No such control is poss- 
ible so long as one is encouraging 
such frequent visits to the toilet, 

Give attention once each hour. 
If accidents happen meanwhile 
be “nonchalant.” Remind them, 
“Oh, you are to wait until | take 
you to the toilet, don’t you re- 
member?” In time they will 
learn to wait. When this has be- 
come a habit, then lengthen the 
time to one and one-half hour. 

No one wants to solidify poor ha- 
bits of control (day or night) 
merely to achieve dryness. Yet, 
that is exactly what happens 
when a conscientious mother feels 
she must respect a child's every 

request, just because she has 
made such a point of his telling 
her,

Acne is the medical name of an 
inflammatory skin disorder usually 
called “pimples”. It produces the 
distressing crops of red pimples | 
topped with pus which so often 
causes the boy or girl in the ‘teen 
| age to feel embarrassment. 

Such blemishes commonly appear 
on the face, but may also be pre- 
sent across the upper back. After 
the blemishes themselves clear up, 
unsightly pits or scars may remain. 
Acne may be present over a period 
of months or years and is most like- 
ly to be found among those having 
oily skins. Oiliness of the hair is 
also commonly found, Incorrect 
cleansing of the excess oi) from the 
skin plays a part in helping to 
cause further pimples to appear. 

The cause of acne are both in- 
ternal and external, that is, they 
come from both the inside and the 
outside, Of the two, the internal 
Causes are the more important, Any 
of the following causes may operate 
to produce the disorder: Continued 
constipation; over-eating on sweets; 
the use of rich food to excess; lack 
of sunlight; and too little exer- 
cise. 

Some of the outside factors whiclr 
aid in prolonging the disorder are 
the excessive oil thrown out on the 
skin surface; and also the tendency 
to squeeze the pimples, which 
serves to induce further irritation. 
Lack of proper cleansing of the skin 
and mis-guided treatment, may also 
intensify the tendency to acne. 

There is considerable evidence to 
believe that in a patient who has 
followed wrong habits of living, 
Nature attempts to bring about a 
general cleansing of the body dur- 
ing the ‘teen age, at a time when 
important glandular readjustments 
are taking place, and that acne may 
be a part of this cleansing process. 
However, the young person who has 
followed correct habits of living is 
able to go through this stage of 
development without crops of em- 
barrassing pimples. I believe that 
when they appear, they are a sign 
that the patient should change his 
wrong habits of living to better 
ones. 

The three changes which will do 
the most good are: First, the adopt- 
jon of those measures which bring 
about a thorough cleansing of the 
intestinal tract; second the use of 
the fast followed by a simple, 
wholesome diet; and third, the cor- 
rect method of washing the affect- 
ed areas, supplemented by local 
treatment when necessary. 

The treatment of acne must be 
both local and constitutional and a 
numbey of measures must De used 
simultaneously to bring about the | 
most rapid results.

The patient 
may do a great deal to encourage | 
better functioning of the intestine | 
by using a larger amount of the 
green leafy vegetables which pro- 
vide bulk, and through taking vigor- 
ous physical culture exercises.

Incorporation of Cost of Living 
Bonus into Wage Rates 


HE ATTENTION of all employers in 

Canada, subject to the Wartime 

Wages Control Order 1943 (P.C. 

9384), is directed to the provisions of 
the Order requiring them to establish for 
each of their occupational classifications, not 
above the rank of foreman, a single wage rate 
or range of wage rates as prescribed by the 
rules set out in Schedule “A” of the Order 
by adding to the previous authorized single 
wage rate or previous authorized range of 
wage rates the amount of previous authorized 
cost of living bonus, and that such estab- 
lished single wage rate or range of wage 
rates shall be effective for the first payroll 
period beginning on or after February 15, 
1944, 

Employers who may not be paying pre- 
vious authorized cost of living bonus as 
required by General Orders of the National 
War Labour Board, issued under dates of 
August 4, 1942, and November 3, 1943, pur- 
suant to the provisions of the Wartime 
Wages Control Order, P.C, $963, are re- 
quired to include such amounts of cost of 
living bonus in the establishment of wage 
rates of their employees under P.C. 9384 
effective for the first payroll period begin- 
ning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated,

reading in the Legislature Thurs- 
day, Six of nine private bills 
before the House were given their 
second readings, including three 
legislating charter amendments 
for the cities of Edmonton, Cal- 
gary and Wetaskiwin. 


During discussion on the Thurs: | 


day readings, Premier Ernest Man- 
ning told the House it was intended 
to take up new legislation in the 
committee stage Friday. 


MUCH DISCUSSION 


Considerable discussion arose 
when second reading was given to 
a bill sponsored by Hon. Solon E. 
Low, provincial treasurer and min- 
ister of education, which will stop 
the sale of lands to Hutterites for 
the duration of the war. 

‘Mr. Low told the House that the 
new bill was to replace the Land 
Sales Prohibition Act and amend- 
ments, (passed at the 1942 session 


and amended at the 1943 session), | 
which was disallowed last year by | 


the Dominion government. 

The senior government's objec- 
tion to the original act, said Mr. 
Low, was because it affected 
enemy aliens as well as Hutter- 
ites, The new legislation refers 
to Hutterites only. 

J. J. Bowlen, Liberal M.L.A. for 
Calgary, asked the minister, “Why 
not include the Doukhobors, who 
are not peaceful, like the Hutter- 
ites?” 

The minister replied that in Al- 
berta, the Doukhobors did not 

constitutee a problem, The Hutter- 
ites, on the other hand, “sw armed” 
when their colonies became too 
large, and took up more desirable 
land in forming a new colony. 


SOME LANDS SOLD 

Mr. Low said that due to lack of 
help available to farmers, because 
of the war, some farmers had sold 
their land to Hutterites, when cash 
was offered to them. This was re- 
sulting in the Hutterites obtaining 
some of the best land:available in 
the south country. 

The government had offered the 
Hutterites land in other parts of 
the province, but they had refused 
to take it, the House was told. They 
were in no way suffering because 
of a need of land, and at’ present 
had plenty to take care of. 

The next speaker, James C. 
Mahaffy, K.C, Indepencent 
M.L.A. for Calgary, declared Mr. 
Low had not replied to Mr. Bow- 
len’s question, as to why the 
legislation proposed did not in- 
clude the Doukhobors and Men- 
nonites as well as Hutterites. 

Strong objection was taken by R. 
S. Lee, Social Credit M.L.A. for 
Taber, to Mr. Mahaffy's inclusion 
of the Mennonites wi’ the Douk- 
hobors and Hutterites, The former, 
he said were good citizens while the 
latter were not. 

After this discussion, the bill was 
given second reading.

Mr, Jacobus, outlined the history 


of the Ifernational Red Cross from / 


its origin to its present day activi- 
ties. He pointed out that while the 
organization was founded in an at- 
tempt to relieve the suffering of 
wounded soldiers, and that was still 
its primary function, there were 
many similarities in the type of wel- 
fare work being done among fam- 
ilies of servicemen, to that of the 
Family Welfare group. 

He explained how the work in 
peacetime had expanded to relief of 
victims of disasters, such as earth- 
quakes, floods and epidemics. 

He gave a ciear picture of the 
work being done among Ameri- 
can servicemen by Red Cross hos- 
pital workers, recreational clubs, 
and information regarding prison- 
ers of war. 

The American Red Cross here 
also. extends its services to Ameri- 
can civilian construction workers 
in the area, he said. 

Mr. Jacobus praised very highly 
fhe work of the Family Welfare 
Bureau in Edmonton, and said that 
he very often called on them for 
advice and assistance in 
with welfare problems.
